eminent Mr. Bridges, in performing this 
operation, but without ſucceſs; and though B8 
I repeated the experiment ſeveral times 
after, the reſult was equally unfavourable. I 
1 have alſo had recourſe to perforation, 
without obtaining any good effect; except 
in one extraordinary caſe, which was that W 
of a polypus in the head of a horſe, the 
property of Mr. Harper, who was a ſuper- 
intendant to the late Marquis of Lothian. B 
This caſe happened in the year 1759. . 
At the time when I was called, the horſe 
had ſo great an effuſion of blood from 
the noſe, that the ſpectators were all of 
opinion, it was ae for him to ſur- 
vive. Perceiving however from the ſymp- 
toms, and the hiſtory of the diſeaſe, that 
the ſeat of the morbid cauſe evidently lay 
in the head, I had immediately recourſe 
to perforation. The ſucceſs of the expe- 
dient in this caſe, fully anſwered my 
expectation, and in the ſpace of ſix 
weeks, the horſe was retfored to perfect 
health. E 
The ſame ſucceſs, it is probable, would 
attend the operation in the glanders, pro- 
vided, as has indeed been the general opi- W 
nion, that the diſeaſe had its origin in the 
head: but thoſe who entertained this idea,

the primary diſeaſe itſelf; as I am fully per- 


ſuaded, from the ſtricteſt inquiry, and con- 


firmed by opening a great number of the 


heads of horſes, who died of the glanders. 


To thoſe who have not made ſuch deep 


reſearches into the animal œconomy, and 


inveſtigated pathology with great attention, 
the fact may ſeem ſtrange. But it is un- 


deniable, that the original cauſe of the : 


glanders conſiſts in an impure ſtate of the 
blood. OO gs 
Having been induced, by various confi- 
derations, to form this opinion, I deter- 
mined to bring it to the teſt of occular de- 
monſtration; and for this purpoſe, I laid 
open not only the great internal arteries 
and veins, but diſſected, in particular, the 
heart of a horſe, who had ſuddenly drop- 
ped down dead, while violently affected 
with the glanders. He belonged to Mr. 
Ioſeph White, ſolicitor to the treaſury. 
On opening this horſe, I found a large 
polypus, the principal ſeat of which was 
in the right ventricle of the heart, but ex? 
tended likewiſe through the right auricle, 
and a conſiderable way along the great 
vena cava. I drew out the whole of the 
coagulated blood, which had the appear- 


ance of an eel, ſtretched in a water- pipe. 


This ſtrange phoenomenon afforded me 


new light with reſpe& to the true cauſe 
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of the glanders, and ſuggeſted to me a 
method of cure, not only extremely dif- 
ferent from that formerly in uſe, but 
which I have ever ſince, during the courſe 
of ſeveral years, practiſed with extraordi- 


nary ſucceſs. | 
The glanders, as beſo need has 7 


been hitherto univerſally reputed an in- 
curable diſeaſe. But it is with great fſatiſ- 
faction I now inform the public, that this 
opinion is entirely erroneous ; and that by 
the proper ule of medicines, "the glanders 
may be cured with as great a degree of 


certainty, as almoſt any diſorder incident 


to horſes. 


The diſeaſe is incurable only in the laſt 


- age, when, by the continual abſorption

nation of the complaint.

The water which he diinks ſhould al- 
ways be boiled, and ſtand until it is cold. 

His exerciſe ſhould be moderate, and 
increaſed in proportion to his ſtrength. *_ 

Whilſt the diſcharge from the noſe is 
foul, which may be known from the co- 
lour of the matter, he ſhould not feed out 
of a manger. As a ſubſtitute, I would 


a adviſe his food to he given in a tub on the 


ground, which may be made by ſawing 3 


butter-firkin in two. After uſing, let it 


always be waſhed, and ſet by to dry, ſo 
that he never ſhall be without a clean one 


at every meal. His hay ſhould be thaked 
up lightly, on the ground, that his head

If the head be ſtuffed up, and very foul,
